The behaviour of night-flying insects in the neighbourhood of a bright source 
of light. 
[ABSTRACT | 


An account will be given of some experiments to discover the reason for the 
congregation of night-flying insects to bright lights, together with details of the 
construction of a light trap using the results of these experiments as a basis. 
Optimum types of light for such a trap will also be discussed, and some speculation 
offered of the inhibitive and repulsive effects of such lights on night-flying insects. 
It is hoped to demonstrate a new type of portable trap and electric generator 
if the prototypes are available in time.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE ANNUAL MEETING HELD ON 177TH JANUARY, 1951. 
Dr. V. B. Wigglesworth, C.B.E., F.R.S., President, in the Chair. 
Present, 79 Fellows and 16 Visitors. 


The Secretary read the names of the Officers and Council for 1951, and the 
President declared them duly elected in accordance with the Bye-Laws.
